A verse from John, the be-
'10\'ed disciple, keynotes the
sermon as its Golden Text,
“God so loved the world, that
he gave his only begotten Son,
that whosoever believeth in
him should not perish, but
have everlasting life” (3:16).

A selection from ‘“Science
and Health with Key to the
Scriptures” shortly follows
where Mary Baker Eddy says,

tian era to the precedent for
all Christianity, theology, and
healing . . .

Heal
the sick . . . Love thy neighbor
as thyself!’ It was this theology
of Jesus which healed the sick
and the sinning” (p. 138).
